Foroikg Screws. Screws are now made by
the novel mode of forging. The thread is
formed between two swedges, the screw being
turned round till the swedges meet, under the
blows of the hammer, bcrews thus manu-
factured, says the Scientific Review, will answer
well for coarse uses; and there seems no
reason why, if finished up by dies, they should
not be fitted for any purpose.

Tekal Sehvitjdk. TBere were 77 convicts
under sc uteuoe of penal servitude or transpor-
tation for life In the Government prisons in
England at the end of last year.
